HEALTH CLINIC 
PROBES TAX POWER 


A referendum held by the DuPage County Board of 
Supervisors requesting a tax to establish the Mental 
Health Department as a separate taxing body was 
suggested by James Luetkehans, executive director of 
the DuPage County Mental Health Department, accord­ 
ing to Donald “Jack” Wall. 
Wall is chairman of the health 
and civil defense committee of 
the DuPage County Board of 
Supervisors. He met and dis­ 
cussed the proposal 
recently 
with Luetkehans and a Mental 
Health Clinic doctor. 
According to Mental Health 
Clinic 
staff, 
this 
referendum 
proposal is actually a means of 
initiating serious and intensive 
thought and discussion about the 
mental 
health 
needs 
in 
the 
county. 
“It appears to me that the 
DuPage Mental Health Clinic 
wants to divorce itself from the 
DuPage County Health Depart­ 
ments control,” Wall said. 
“AS A SEPARATE body, it 
desires to be governed by a sev­ 
en-member board. If it should 
come to a vote, taxpayers of 
DuPage County will be asked to 
pass a maximum tax increase 
on 
real estate 
and personal 
property of $10 per $10,000 val­ 
uation,” he added. 
The next important step, prior 
to scheduling a referendum, is a 
study and survey of the needs of 
mental health in the county, ac­ 
cording to Dr. John Ecks, psy­ 
chiatrist at the clinic. 
The study should not be di­ 
rected towards expansion of the 
clinic only but towards procur­ 
ing a true and complete picture 
which will result in a compre­ 
hensive program for all types 
of mental and emotional treat­ 
ment, he said. 


Dr. Ecks is hopeful that pro­ 
fessional and civic organizations 
of the county may develop an 
exchange of ideas and opinions 
on the mental health program 
and possibly conduct a survey. 
THE CLINIC NOW does not 
have complete statistics on the 
number and types of treatment 
which should be available in Du­ 
Page County. 
The staff of the clinic is hope­ 
ful that a widespread dialogue 
emanates on the future of men­ 
tal health services in the county 
and a constructive program re­ 
sults. 
National figures indicate one 
of IO Americans is afflicted 
with mental or emotional illness. 
DuPage County has a popula­ 
tion of about 400,000. 
Asked what is considered an 
ideal 
setup 
for 
the 
mental 
health program, Dr. Ecks said 
it includes five aspects. 
Of utmost importance are fa­ 
cilities 
for 
treating 
children 
with mental or emotional prob­ 
lems, he said. None are avail­ 
able 
at 
the 
DuPage 
County 
Mental Health Clinic. Even state 
facilities have minimal space or 
programs for children, he add­ 
ed. 
DOCTORS AT THE DuPage 
clinic said the mental and emo­ 
tional needs of children require 
more attention than those of 
adults. 
In-patient 
facilities 
are 
a 


must. If a hospital is not built 
arrangements should be made 
on contractual basis with a fa­ 
cility for patients of the mental 
clinic, Dr. Ecks said. 
This service should include 
partial hospitalization such as 
only during daytime, only at 
night or on weekends, depend­ 
ing on the cases. 
DuPage Mental Health Clinic 
now has referral service with 
Hinsdale Sanitarium.

said. 
This would be available on a 
24-hour day basis and also in­ 
cludes a suicide prevention pro­ 
gram.

While efforts are made to 
keep no one on a waiting list at 
the clinic in Wheaton, the staff 
is beseiged with calls, he said. 
The last aspect of the com­ 
plete program is education and 
consultation, which is also being 
conducted in part in DuPage 
County, Dr. Ecks said. Involved 
in this step are clergy, school 
administrators and teachers and 
physicians. 
Coordination 
of services of 
various agencies of the commu­ 
nity is considered the foundation 
of the mental health program, 
Dr. Ecks said. This notion is 
gaining impetus in the local 
community in contrast to past 
years when mental treatment 
was passed on to state jurisdic­ 


tion. 
The lack of complete mental 
health facilities is a “fraud” 
caused by lack of communica­ 
tion between professional work­ 
ers and the community, said Dr. 
John R. Bateman, superintend­ 
ent of the Charles F. Reed Cen­ 
ter. 


THIS CENTER, located on the 
corner of Oak Park Avenue and 
Irving Park Road across from 
the Chicago State Mental Hospi­ 
tal, is one of eight zone centers 
built in the state as ideal treat­ 
ment facilities. 
It serves the northern area of 
Cook, DuPage and Kane Coun­ 
ties plus all of McHenry and 
Lake Counties. But its distance 
from many of these areas is a 
deterrent factor and local men­ 
tal health centers are needed, 
he said.

Paddock Publications 
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State Official .Says: 
Areas Still Untouched 
In Special Education

(Third in a series of articles 
on problems school districts 
will face when the mandatory 
special education law goes 
into effect in 1969.) 


Two areas of need still lie 
relatively untouched by state 
school districts that have spe­ 
cial education programs. 
Dr. Vernon Frazee, state di­ 
rector of special education, says 
the two are: 
—Classes for the trainable 
mentally handicapped child of 
school age. 
—Help 
through 
the public 
school system for the child who 
is emotionally disturbed. 
A third category of handi 
capped children — the sociall) 
maladjusted — are being helped 
now more than is generally 
realized, Dr. Frazee says. 


RESPONSIBILITIES for all 
three types of handicap will fall 
directly on public schools when 
the mandatory special education 
act goes into effect in 1969. 
Dr. Frazee told Paddock Pub­ 
lications that state policy is 
firmly committed to seeing the 
schools meet those responsibili­ 
ties. 
It will use both the “carrot'' 
and “stick” approach, he told 
this newspaper in a telephone 
interview last week. 
The state will provide finan­ 
cial aid to help school districts 
meet its stepped-up responsi­ 
bilities to help all children, in­ 
cluding those with special han­ 
dicaps. And agencies that take 
on tasks that under the 1969 
state law fall to the schools 
may face the loss of their own 
state aid. 
Clearbrook Center for the Re­ 
tarded, for example, now takes 
as tuition students highschool 
age children that are trainably 
mentally handicapped. 
DR. FRAZEE says that in 
1969 Clearbrook can face loss 
of its subsidy from the state 
department of mental health 
funds if it continues to accept 
trainable mentally handicapped 
youngsters that can attend the 
public schools. 
Intent of such state policies, 
he told Paddock Publications, is 
to make it possible to help every 
child by dividing up the load. 
Facilities like those at Clear­ 
brook are needed — and should 
be used for — trainable men­ 
tally handicapped persons too 
young or too old to go to public 
school, he asserted. They are 
also needed for children with 


too low mental capacity to be 
classified as trainable, he point­ 
ed out. 
Federal funds have provided 
a surprising spur to helping 
children who are socially mal­ 
adjusted, Frazee stated. 


HE SAID the funds used have 
been those available under Ti­ 
tle I of the Elementary and Sec­ 
ondary Education Act (P.L. 89- 
10). Title I funds, allocated on 
the basis of the number of pov­ 
erty-level youngsters in each 
school district, are used by 
schools to help the “education­ 
ally deprived.” Remedial read­ 
ing, 
tutoring 
and 
extended 
health services financed under 
the ESEA Title I grants helped 
children that were also socially 
maladjusted — because these 
are more frequently found in 
poverty-level areas that are al­ 
so “educationally deprived.” 
“Illinois received $42 million 
this year alone from Title I 
funds,” Frazee said. “We were 
able to get $62 million the first 
year (in 1965-66) but didn’t use 
it all.” 
Helping the emotionally dis­ 
turbed child is “the mok dif­ 
ficult problem of all,” Frazee 
stated. 
MAKING it harder for schools 


to accept this responsibility is 
adult resistance to identifying a 
child as emotionally disturbed, 
the 
state 
official 
explained. 
“That label makes a lot of 
adults uncomfortable,” he add­ 
ed. 
1 
“But in an area like yours in 
the northwest suburbs there’s 
no reason why you couldn’t 
serve needs of emotionally dis­ 
turbed children,” Frazee assert­ 
ed, “provided educators and 
school board members are will­ 
ing to employ the psychologists 
and social workers needed.” 
Frazee said that the move 
toward giving schools full re­ 
sponsibility for educating the 
emotionally disturbed child be­ 
gan in 1963. 
“UNTIL 1963 WE had the Illi­ 
nois Plan of Special Education 
w h i c h 
advocated that the 
schools 
provide 
social 
work 
service but not offer treat­ 
ment,” Frazee stated. 
However, 
he 
added, 
theL* 
needs were not being met by 
any other state agency either. 
That void led to schools being 
given permission, in 1963, to of­ 
fer special instructional services 
if they chose, to those mentally 
disturbed children who could 
benefit from small classes or 
homebound instruction. 


Schools could also offer half­ 
day classes or provide resource 
rooms where an emotionally 
disturbed child assigned to a 
regular classroom could go for 
help in event of an emotional 
crisis. 
FRAZEE SAYS during the 
next two years he intends to 
push two specific approaches to 
the problem of helping the emo­ 
tionally disturbed child: 
—The use of small classes 
with full backup for the teacher 
from pupil personnel service 
specialists like nurses, speech 
correctionists, guidance coun­ 
selors and psychologists. 
—The use of teacher aides, 
without specific training in edu­ 
cation but with a talent for child 
rapport, a classroom helper. 
Frazee said that no one is 
currently trying the specific 
methods he suggests. “But it’s 
a mystery to me why not,” he 
added. 
Frazee said both approaches 
will require more supervision 
and administration time, prob­ 
ably one supervisor for each 
five or six program specialists. 
Such a ratio is used, and ac­ 
cepted now, in mental health 
agencies throughout the nation 
though it has not yet been 
adopted by the schools, he said.

Art Fair Set 
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McCullough Presents Case 
For Health in Housing Law

DuPage county 
“ I ’m a staunch believer 
in 
freedom of the individual, but, 
how far can we allow it go go?” 
This question was posed re­ 
cently 
by Gary 
McCullough, 
chief sanitary engineer of the 
DuPage County Health Depart­ 
ment. 
McCullough had just super- j 
vised removal of 30 yards, or 
one and one half truck loads, of 
garbage from a three r o o m ; 
apartment in Addison. 
“ It was waist deep and had 
been accumulating for months,” j 
McCullough said. While this case 
admittedly was extreme, 
he 
said it was not particularly un-! 
usual. 
“ Some people are still living 
in their homes, garbage and all. 
While they do, we have no con­ 
trol over them unless we re­ 
ceive complaints of rat and in­ 
sect infestation.” 
McCullough said the Addison 
case was one where a mother 
and one small child had fallen 
behind in the rent. 
The utilities were finally dis­ 
connected and, “ when the debris 
got too bad they apparently 
just moved away. No one knows 
where.” 
THE LANDLORD reportedly 
had the shock of his life when 
he opened the door of the small 
but extremely modem 
apart­ 
ment. 
He called the local police 
who, in turn, called the health 
department. 
Then began the massive clean­ 
up, but first the health depart­ 
ment went in with camera. 
The pictures they took attest 
to the obnoxious condition 
of 
the abandoned apartment. 
Paper containers, unwrapped 
Christmas gifts, Halloween deco­ 
rations, unopened pac k a g e s, 
food, food and more food, in 
the refrigerator, cupboards and 
on counters. 
“ It was unbelievable,” Mc­ 
Cullough recalled, with a shake 
of his head. 
Before a 
garbage disposal 
sendee was called to shovel it 
all out, police, fire and health 
department representatives took 
inventory of the mess. 
Some items with value were 
salvaged and set aside. 
“ DuPAGE COUNTY l a c k s 
a good solid housing ordinance. 
Milwaukee has one and 
th e 
health department enforces it,” 
McCullough mused. 
He said it requires all resi­ 
dents to be responsible for their 


own property, to cut weeds and 
practice general good property 
maintenance. 
“ Safety and sanitation are our 
first concerns. The power of per­ 
suasion is partially effective. An 
ordinance would be more pro­ 
tective of all,” the sanitarian 
said. 
“ A MAN HAS the right to 
live by his own dictates as long 
as they are not injurious to him­ 
self or to others.” 
McCullough said he recalled 
an elderly man who lived by 
himself on sweet potatoes and* 
beer, cooking over an open fire. 
It upset his neighbors, but that 


was his prerogative. 
Others display par t i c u I a r 
manias, such as a recluse liv­ 
ing in Elmhurst. “ His house was 
stacked floor to ceiling with 
rolled newspapers,” McCullough 
said. “ He just loved newspa­ 
pers. Never read them, never 
opened 
them, 
just 
collected 
them.” 
McCullough strongly recom­ 
mends that the county adopt an 
effective housing ordinance af­ 
ter working it out with the mu- 
nicipalites. 
It would be one that would 
blanket all communities, he en­ 
visions, just as the health de­ 


partment itself serves the en­ 
tire county. 
THIS WOULD call for 
en­ 
larged staff. 
The 12 sanitarians now em­ 
ployed by the county are hard 
pressed to keep up with the de­ 
mands on their time. 
“ The county can afford to 
have specialists in all fields,” 
the sanitarian explained. “ But 
individual cities could not.” 
Of the many duties and re­ 
sponsibilities that now fall to the 
sanitarians, food handling 
in­ 
spections, 3,129 of them, a re 
some of the most important. 
The department also checks 


all of the county’s 744 swim- i 
ming pools, 4.221 private sew-1 
age disposal units, 80 sewage 
treatment plants and 359 hos­ 
pitals, nursing homes and the 
like.

Calls Mosquito Fogging 
‘Last Ditch Compromise’ 


DuPage County 
Fogging is just a compromise 
method of trying to keep the 
number of mosquitoes down, 
said Orville Meyer of the Du­ 
Page County Health Depart­ 
ment, who issued a plan for 
control of the pests in a county- 
wide mosquito abatement pro- 
: gram. 
“ The most effective way to 


j control mosquitoes is to destroy 
them in their breeding places 
while they are in the egg or lar­ 
va stages of development,” he 
explained. 
He labeled aerosol fogging as 
the “ Last ditch” method of elim­ 
inating the mosquito. It requires 
repeated, periodic attacks that 
never entirely eliminate the in- 


I sects.

! tered with weeds and debris. 
' Control of these waters so that 
they can be kept free of pollu­ 
tion, stocked with fish life, free 
1 of bankside puddling and pool­ 
ing and sprayed with a larva- 
cide, if necessary, is the most 
.fundamental and practical ap­ 
proach to the control of mos­ 
quitoes, Meyer said. 
WITH THIS scientific method 
of water control and the control 
of mosquito breeding places, the 
development of millions of mos­ 
quitoes can be prevented each 
year, he said. 
Orville made the following 


statement: 
“ Experience has proven con­ 
trol of the mosquito breeding 
waters is the most effective 
method of controlling mosqui­ 
toes. The United States govern­ 
ment, and other governments, 
employ this method as the first 
basic attack against malaria, 
a mosquito borne disease. 
“ The c o n t r o l of mosquito 
breeding waters, flood waters 
and water pollution, together 
with water impoundment for 
recreational purposes, and the 
conservation of water for re­ 
charging 
underground 
waters 
are interrelated problems in the 
management of the county’s wa­ 
ter resources. 
“ Consolidation of all water re­ 
lated problems under one juris­ 
dictional agency where the co­ 
ordination of planning and func- 
tionuv would be natural and 
logical would seem to be the 
most expedient and the most 
economical approach to water 
control for the county. 
“ Other benefits which could 
be expected to be the result of a 
consolidated water control effort 
are marshes that are now mos­ 
quito breeders could be filled, 
others “ cleaned up” and con­ 
verted 
for 
recreational 
pur­ 
poses. Maintaining the convert­ 
ed marsh makes this a water 
conservation project; some wa­ 
ter will drain down to increase 
the underground water table. 
Some marshes could be left as 
they are for wild life sanctuaries 


and mosquitoes controlled by 
careful larvaciding if necessary. 
THE CONCEPT of “ drainage” 
which encompasses only the 
rapid draining away of storm 
water is obsolete. Impoundment 
of these waters wherever practi­ 
cal would create conservation 
ponds or 
recreational 
lakes. 
With good management, t h i s 
would contribute to mosquito 
control and contribute to some 
extent to the recharging of the 
underground water supplies. 
“ In 
dry 
weather, 
DuPage 
County has a very limited flow 
of surface water. At times dur­ 
ing these periods more than 
half of the water flowing in our 
major streams is sewage treat­ 
ment plant effluent. A need for 
a very high degree of sewage 
treatment is, therefore, appar­ 
ent. 
“ On the other hand, during 
times of very wet weather the 
streams of the county are too 
small to transport the volume 
of water that drains to them. 
Hence, flooding. 
“ One of the goals of a water 
control program would be to 


strike a better balance by con­ 
serving water when it is plenti- n 
ful for later use when it is need­ 
ed. 


“ W ATER management proj­ 
ects involve modifications of the 
terrain and rather extensive 
construction, which r e q u i r e 
time. The use of insecticides 
would undoubtedly be more re­ 
quired during the early phases 
of a water managment pro­ 
gram which includes mosquito 
control. 
“ Anyone who has had experi­ 
ence with m o s q u i t o control 
knows that it is much easier to 
eliminate 
mosquitoes by 
de­ 
stroying them at their sources— 
the breeding areas. “ Fogging’ 
is used only to kill those adult 
mosquitoes that emerged despite 
the efforts made to prevent 
them from reaching the adult 
stage. 
“ Even with a county-wide dis­ 
trict or control area fringe1 
areas will exist. These are the 
areas where the need or fog­ 
ging is most likely to appear,* 
he said.

Garden Care

One of the biggest pleasures 
in having a flower garden, par­ 
ticularly one containing roses, is 
that flowers may bt cut for in­ 
door decoration. 
Whether it be roses or any 
other garden flower, you’ll be 
surprised what proper handling 
can do to make them last. 
First of all be certain that 
the flowers you cut are at the 
proper stage or opening. Flow­ 
ers too far open have lost some 
of their cut flower life; those 
too tight may not open at all. 
The proper cutting stage for 
roses is fairly tight with one 
petal beginning to curl back. Al­ 
though long rose stems display 
best, you should compromise so 
that you remove a minimum 
amount of energy producing fol­ 
iage. Don’t cut any lower on 
the stem than the five, leaflet 
clusters of leaves if possible. 
lf the roses are in large clusters 
you’ll have to cut only three 
or four Inch stems to avoid des­ 
troying 
and prematurely 
re­ 
moving younger buds. However, 
these short stemmed roses can 
be used in corsages or floated 


in rose bowls. 
Gladioli are puzzling to some 
growers because they 
aren’t 
certain about the proper cutting 
stage. Simply cut when the bot­ 
tom floret on the spike is com­ 
pletely open. Then simply re­ 
move the bottom spent floret 
each day as it withers. 
DAY L IL IE S are cut when 
the first flower is almost open 
and other florets are expanding. 
The flower lasts but one day 
but many of the developing 
buds in the cluster will continue 
to open. 
Daisies and other chrysanthe­ 
mum-like flowers are cut when 
they are completely open. Once 
picked they do not continue to 
grow or develop. 
Although 
petunias 
are 
the 
commonest of annuals they are 
almost overlooked as cut flow­ 
ers. Actually the cutting of a 
few long stalks from the flower 
box, or bed will serve as a 
pruning and thinning operation 
and will encourage additional 
branching and flower produc­ 
tion. Once in a vase, a branch 
of petunias will continue to 


bloom for a week or more.

For the longest cut flower 
life, all flowers should be treat­ 
ed in a similar fashion. All foli­ 
age that will be below the water 
line in the vase should be re­ 
moved. If allowed to remain it 
begins decomposing and causes 
bacteria build up. This not only 
smells bad but also causes clog­ 
ging of the water conducting 
tubes in the plant stems. 
Of course for best results 
flowers should be picked and 
plunged 
directly 
into 
water. 
Next, bring them into the house 
and condition them by placing 
in warm water containing a 
flower preservative. Flower pre­ 
servatives are quite new in the 
industry. Research has shown 
that all brands notably improve 
the life of any cut flower. 
You 
can 
experiment 
with 


home made flower preserva­ 
tives by adding one teaspoonful 
of sugar to a gallon of water. 
This provides food for the flow­ 
er. Then to prevent the build up 
of stem clogging bacteria add 
‘two or three drops of a chlor­ 
ine type bleach. Set the con­ 
tainer of warm water and pre­ 
servative that contains the flow­ 
ers in a cool place. There the 
. conditioning will take place as 
the water is drawn up into the 
stems. 
B E CERTAIN that all flower 
containers are drinking glass 
clean. Dirty containers promote 
fast bacterial build up. 
If these steps are followed, 
including setting the containers 
of flowers in a cool place each 
night, the life of your cut flow­ 
ers should be considerably ex­ 
tended.

SOMETIME between 1960 and the present, a blue pike was 
taken from Lake Erie. 
That may not seem like spectacular or significant news, 
except thfrf it was the only blue pike taken from Lake Erie 
between 1960 and the present. 
In 1955, when the blue pike was regarded as one of the most 
important commercial fishes in Lake Erie, there were 19.7 
million pounds of the fish pulled from the water. 
That—in the great pantheon of fishes, birds, reptiles and 
mammals fading from the Globe—ranks the blue pike as some­ 
thing of a classic in hurtling toward extinction. 
The fish, very much like the better-known walleye of these 
parts, was a victim of the physical, chemical and biological 
deterioration that in recent years have made Lake Erie a vast 
cesspool. 
It may no longer exist at all, though there’s a 
suspicion that a few may still lurk in the deepest and coolest 
portions of Erie, and perhaps Lake Ontario. 
The fate—and the word is used in its gravest sense—of 
the blue pike is one of the most enthralling nuggets in what 
may be the most fascinating document ever put out by the 
Interior 
Department’s 
Bureau 
of 
Sport 
Fisheries 
and 
Wildlife. 
The document, bound in a red cardboard folder that makes 
it look like a high school term paper, is titled simply and grimly, 
“Rare and Endangered Fish and Wildlife of the United States.” 
Inside it, on pages colored differently to represent mammals, 
birds, fishes and reptiles, the bureau sets down in uncluttered 
and objective language example after example of creatures 
whose existence ranges from questionable to near-extinction. 
Individually, each case is engaging. Collectively, they make 
a staggering and poignant plea for 51 mammals, 161 birds, 27 
reptiles and amphibians arui 87 fish that are now sufficiently 
threatened to cause hand-wringing among people who care. 
It would 
make 
good 
reading for 
anyone, 
perhaps 
particularly for those who say they couldn’t care less if the 
world lost its last Hawaiian Common Gallinule (of which 
..there may still be 150 on Kauai and 50 on Oahu). 
It breaks the threatened creatures down in four categories 
ranging from peripheral—reaching the edge of their natural 
range 
in 
the 
United 
States—to 
endangered—“one 
whose 
prospects of survival and reproduction are in immediate 
jeopardy,” and who, without help, will probably go extinct. 
The report leads the reader in with a four-page listing of 
some of the species that have already gone out of existence, 
many in the past half-century, and included are the plains wolf, 
the Eastern cougar, two varieties of elk, the Badlands bighorn 
sheep, the heath hen, the passenger pigeon. 
Then comes the resume of the near-doomed, and all the 
familiar cause-inspiring creatures are there: the whales (most 
of the great varieties of which are vanishing); the timber wolf 
(30 in Michigan, 300-400 in Minnesota) and red wolf; the grizzly 
bear (maybe 850 outside of Alaska); the southern sea otter; 
prairie dog; California condor (40 at last count); the Florida 
Everglade kite (perhaps IO left); the whooping crane (est. 
population; 50); the ivory-billed woodpecker (of which none were 
found in the last check); the prairie chicken (down to 32 in 
Indiana, though still thousands in some pockets on the plains); 
and—horrors—the bald eagle 
But the most gripping thing about the study is the* 
panorama of all the other creatures that are so near finality, 
some that perhaps only a few of the science-minded have 
even heard of: the Yuma clapper rail. 200 of them now found 
along the Colorado River; the Santa Cruz long-toed salaman­ 
der and the Texas blind salamander, both “on the verge of 
total extermination,” and peartly because they’ve been over­ 
collected by people who would like to save them; the spotted 
bat, described as perhaps “America’s rarest mammal,” of 
which only 15 have ever been found. 
The final strongholds to which some creatures have been 
driven are equally fascinating, almost pathetic, when con­ 
templated. 
The once proud and abundant Atlantic salmon, for example, 
is now found in limited numbers in eight Maine streams, with the 
catch between 1958 and 1962 totaling 450 fish. 
The Sunapee trout is now found in a pond in New 
Hampshire and one in Maine; the Pahrump killifish in a 
spring-fed pool on the Manse Ranch in Nevada’s Pahrump 
Valley; the trispot darter, of which only one specimen was 
ever taken, in Cowan's Creek near Jordan’s Farm and Store 
at the U.S. Highway 411 crossing 6.7 miles southeast of 
Centre. Alabama. 
The shrinking of the habitat for all the creatures, especially 
the aquatic creatures, concludes the bureau, is “shocking.” 
The reasons are many; over-hunting, disturbing of nests, 
introduction of predators, farming, building of subdivisions, the 
use of pesticides, and the growing bane of pollution of air and 
water. 
And to save them, the report reasons, “is not a job for the 
Bureau of Sport Fisheries and Wildlife alone.”

An upward trend in home 
values

suburbs is predicted by officers 
of Arlington Heights Federal 
Savings and Loan Association.

strongest since World War II, 
they cite factors of increased 
demand 
and 
a shortage of 
supply.

officer, explained this meant 
homeowners

THE HIGHER trend in home 
values will continue for some 
time because of the tremendous 
expansion of the entire north­ 
west area, said Jack A. Clark, 
association vice president. He 
cited as examples increased 
development of new industry as 
encouraging such growth. 
“ Despite 
the 
tight 
money 
situation and the national de­ 
clines in new building volume, 
this area was not affected,” 
explained Clark. “ In 1966, resi­ 
dential and apartment construc­ 
tion set new postwar records 
in Arlington Heights. Through 
April of this year, Arlington 
Heights led all other Chicago 
suburbs in home building.” 


A growing demand for bigger 
houses with more rooms and 
lots of quality was also noted 
by Albert J. Gundelach, associ­ 
ation appraiser. 
New construction can’t keep 
up with housing demands. Thus 
the pressure is upward on pres­ 
ent homes. Average sale price 
for Arlington Heights homes in 
1965 was $24,876 and in 1966 
it had risen to $27,020. 
Clark 
also 
explained 
thatI 
mortgage money is sufficiently 
plentiful at this time, “ although 
already 
there 
are 
signs of 
another tight money situation 
next fall. Now certainly would 
be a good time to do what 
you have in mind.” 
* SUMMING UP. Donald L. 
Morton, executive vice presi­ 
dent, said the housing market 
now is active, sales are high, 
prices are going up. The cur­ 
rent money market is good, 
a complete reversal of the 
tight situation prevalent last 
fall and winter. 
But Morton also had advice 
for savers and borrowers with 
respect to the period ahead. 
“ It is always dangerous in 
our business to make predic­ 
tions in view of the economic 
and human variables that are 
involved,” he said. “ But let’s 
say this: We are in an area 
where, 
when our 
borrower 


wants to sell his home, he can 
do it almost immediately. Even 
assuming a decline in in-flow 
of new savings, it should be 
kept in mind that we have a 
regular and constant supply of 
money representing the monthly 
payments from our mortgage 
loan customers. So we always 
have money coming in that we 
can lend out. 


“ If money gets tight again,” 
continued Morton, “ the people 
who will get first chance at 
it will be our borrowers and 
our savers. This is basic to 
our philosophy as a mutual in­ 
stitution designed to serve our 
own members. 


“ If we encourage people to 
save, possibly for a new home, 
it stands to reason that we 
should strive to take care of 
them. If a present borrower 
wishes to purchase a new home, 
the fact that he is a customer 
and has a good payment record 
would prompt us to extend 
credit readily to him.”

Bensenville Bank Passes Half-Century Mark 


O b se i•yes 
50 Years 
Progress 


This year marks the 50th an­ 
niversary of the Bensenville 
State Bank. 


The financial firm, which has 
for its slogan, “A Bensenville 
Bank for Bensenville Business,** 
actually originated in the neigh­ 
boring town of Itasca, where it 
bore the name Itasca State 
Bank. Its founder wl s Herman 
H. Franzen, who capitalized the 
new enterprise with $25,000. He 
became the bank’s first presi­ 
dent, while his son Elmer, the 
only other employee, was given 


townspeople. The population of 
Itasca was fewer than 200 in 
1917, and only a few of these 
were commuters. 


THE BANK’S growth has been 
steady. By the late ’20s assets 
had increased to almost $1.5 
million, but then the effects of 
the depression were felt, and 
business did not really pick up 
again until the late '30s and 
early ’40s, when city dwellers 
and some business firms began 
their exodus to suburbia. 


In 1948, with assets swelled to 
$2.5 million, the volume of busi­ 
ness necessitated larger quar­ 
ters.

Franzen, who has been with 
Bensenville State Bank for more 


than 40 years, is a son of the 
bank's founder. He and his two 
brothers each have headed sub­ 
urban banks: Elmer H., now 
retired, was for years president 
of the Roselle and Itasca State 
Banks, and Arthur H. is presi­ 
dent of the First Arlington Na­ 
tional Bank in A r l i n g t o n 
Heights. 
Whitlock started his career 
with the Bensenville State Bank 
in 1945, after previous experi­ 
ence at the DuPage Trust Com­ 
pany in Glen Ellyn. He first 
held the office of cashier, then 
was promoted to vice president, 
attaining his present title in 


1965. 
Both bank officers attribute 
Bensenville State’s success and 
steady growth to the area's 
population boom and two re­ 
sultant industrial parks—Centex 
to the north and Elmhurst to 
the south. 
IT IS THE function of a small 
bank, Franzen said, “to help 
local businessmen with their fi­ 
nancial affairs, through credit 
and other accommodations, so 
they can better carry on their 
business. 
Businessmen 
suffer 
when there is no bank in the 
community.” 
In addition to regular banking 


services — savings and check­ 
ing accounts, loans, safe deposit 
boxes — Bensenville State Bank 
provides two drive-in windows, 
save-by-mail service, and walk­ 
up facilities which afford bank­

Safeguards 
For Writing 
Your ( hecks 


Has one of your checks ever 
fallen into the wrong hands and 
have you been bilked out of your 
money because of it. 
If your answer is yes, it is 
possible that you ignored some 
very basic hints to protecting 
yourself and your checking ac­ 
count. 
First and most basic, write 
all checks in ink, not in pencil. 
A penciled check can be easily 
altered. 
A GOOD AND clear hand­ 
writing is an asset—cultivate 
one for writing checks. A forger 
can fake your signature much 
easier if you “chicken scratch.” 
When you wTite a check, im­ 
mediately subtract the amount 
of the check from your old bal­ 
ance. Don’t wait, figuring “I’ll 
do it later when I have more 
time.** You may have more 
time to repent your hastiness if 
you lose track of just what you 
do have in your checking ac­ 
count. 
Make sure you fill in all 
spaces provided for items on 
your checks — if space is left 
over after filling the items in be 
sure to place wavy lines in the 
spaces. This prevents the check 
from being altered. 
AND DON'T endorse a check 
until the moment you are ready 
to cash it. If you lose an en­ 
dorsed check, or it is stolen, it 
may be cashed. Also endorse 
your check exactly as your 
name is spelled on the check’s 
face. 
And remember, the last en­ 
dorser is liable for a check.

Wheeling Bank Geared Suburban Home Prices Are 
To Northwest Growth Inflated by Heavy Demand 


“Chicago can’t go anywhere 
but Northwest,” a local indus­ 
trialist once told Marshall Ball­ 
ing of the Wheeling 
Trust 
& 
Savings Bank. 
Chicago is indeed going north­ 
west, and the Wheeling financial 
institution was, is, and will be 
standing ready to accomodate 
this growth. 
‘‘In g e n e r a l , Wheeling is 
growing proportionally to the 
rest of the northwest suburban 
area,” commented Balling, “but 
the first real population jump 
in 
Wheeling 
came 
with 
the 
Dunhurst subdivision in 1954.” 
Since Dunhurst, Wheeling has 
been s t e a d i l y making the 
changeover from farm to resi­ 
dential, and the Trust & Savings 
take care of all the financial 
needs of these people new to 
the community. 
The 
town’s 
population 
has 
risen from about 1,750 to the 
present 13,000. 


BALLING ALSO pointed out 
that the newly-planned indus­ 
trial area along the Soo Line

This great influx of middle- 
income families, says Balling, 
is being successfully provided

their own families, and as more 
and more people feel financial- J 
ly able to own their own homes, 
they are choosing the northwest 
suburban area as a place to 
live.

Hated prices, vice president of 
the Palatine Savings and Loan 
Association, 
Arthur 
Loren tz 
said in a recent interview. 
In support of his statement, 
he cited some homes in the 
Palatine area, built at the close 
of World War II, which are 
selling today for as much as 
three times their original pur­ 
chase price. 


LORL NTZ said approximate­ 
ly 185.000 families move to the 
Chicago 
suburban 
area 
each 
year and added that the prox­ 


imity of the tollway and the 
Chicago and N o r t h Western 
Railroad lines makes Palatine, 
as 
well 
as 
adjoining 
areas, 
prime locations for the prospec-1 
tive home owner. 
He said in attempting to meet 
this need, developers are run- 
i ning out of what he called 
‘‘raw land” as sites for future 
single family homes, noting the 
recent housing projects as Re­ 
seda West and the Winston- 
Muss project on south Quentin 
Road in Palatine. 


Lorentz said that price is also 
becoming a prohibitive factor 
, in acquiring land. According to 
I Lorentz, some l a n d holders 
want more than the $3,500 per 
acre break-even price that the 
average developer is willing to 
pay. 
The normal subdivision can 
accommodate between t h r e e 
and four houses on one acre, 
he said and commented that 


it 
becomes economically 
un 
feasible for a builder to pay 
feasible for a 
builderto pay 
more than $3,500 and still make 
a profit. 


LORENTZ AGREED w ith the 
general notion that the trend 
I is for large developers to ex­ 
pand and for the small, custom 
builder to become .scarce 
He said that most saving and 
loan associations would rather 
| deal with the large developer 
than the small one because the 
large 
developer 
sells 
homes 
• from models he constructs with 
I hts own funds but the small 
builder secures what is called 
a speculative loan to build a 


I few homes and then attempts 
to sell them. 
The bigger builder is a safer 
risk since he Las sold the house 
before it is even built, explained 
Lorentz. 
He also added that the Pala­ 
tine Savings and Loan Associa­ 


tion 
deals 
with 
small 
local 
builder* who have built up a 
good 
reputation in the area. 
Uirentz noted that since the 
beginning of the year the money 
situation has softened and now 
I there Is an adequate supply of 
money for loans for the pur­ 
chase of homes. 


SAID LORENTZ: “From the 
standpoint of the availability of 
money, there is no problem in 
( securing a loan.” 
He said there was a growth 
in demand deposits (money in 
accounts in a bank) after in­ 
vestors and the general public 
sold government bonds to take 
I advantage 
of 
higher 
interest 
rates offered in banks. With 
1 the increase in demand depos- 
! its, Lorentz said most banking 


I institutions 
found 
themselves 
with an excess of money, and 
I in order to put this money back 
into the economy, they granted 


I more loans and reduced the 
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interest rate on loans granted. 
He said one of the current 
problems has been processing 
all of the applications which 
have flooded the savings and 
loan associations in the past 
few months relating that most 
of the business these associa- 
I tions handle is in loans and 
mortgages. 


THE 
APPLICATIONS 
have 
reached their anticipated peak 
and are leveling off for the 
summer months but the usual 
increase is expected in the fall 
when families want to establish 
residence and get settled for 
school, Lorentz said. 
He predicts that the fiscal 
policy of the administration and 
the Federal Reserve Board will 
continue to favor the potential 
home owner for at least another 
year and pointed to the war 
in Viet Nam as an unpredicta­ 
ble variable which effects the 
economy and the moods of in­ 
vestors and consumers.

The volume of re­ 
quests for such “instant cash” 
when the charge card plan went 
into effect surpised most bank­ 
ers, Hansen said. 
As proof that Town and Coun­ 
try, as well as other major 
bank charge cards, have caught 
on in this area, Hansen stated 
that

Heights lobby have to be re­ 
newed each week. 
Most of the calls he gets now, 
he said, are from persons who 
have submitted such applica­ 
tions and wonder if the delay 
in receiving them is a reflec­ 
tion on their credit rating. It 
takes six w eeks to process the 
new cards, he explained. 
MERCHANTS, who originally 
had to be solicited to join the 
Midwest program, are now can­ 
ing to sign up for it. One reason 
for this might be the $100,000 
to $125,000 in purchases and 
cash advances handled by the 
Bank of Arlington Heights alone 
during the first three months 
of the plan’s operation. 
Most of this amount was in 


sales of merchandise, with only 
about 35 per cent of the partic­ 
ipating m e r c n a n t s actuaUy 
pushing charge sales. 
Hansen sa>*s he still hears 
the statement from people who 
prefer to pay cash: “I’m going 
to ask for my five per cent 
discount.” His rebuttal is that 
no such discount is given by 
other leading credit cards— 
those issued by oil companies, 
Diner’s Club, etc. 
For any mark-up there may 
be on merchandise because of 
the Bank Card plan (and usual­ 
ly there is none, because the 
merchant actually cuts the cost 
of handling his accounts receiv­ 
able by affiliating with the pro­ 
gram), there is also the off­ 
setting benefit to the cardholder 
of having from 30 to 55 days 
(depending on his individual 
billing date) to make other use 
of his money. 
ANOTHER MAJOR r e a s o n 
given for rejection of the bank 
charge card concept has been 
the h o l d e r ’s responsibility in 
case of loss or theft. Recently 
most Midwest affiliates have 
made adjustments limiting re­ 
sponsibility in such instances, 
and Town and Country assumes 
complete responsibility for un­ 
authorized use of its cards. 
The important thing, Hansen 
stressed, is to report such loss 
or theft immediately to the lo­ 
cal bank and also to submit 
a written report to Town and 
Country. 
Financial Loans Available 
For College-Bound Students 


For high school graduates 
academically qualified to enter 
college, financial limitations no 
longer need be a drawback. 
That’s the good word from 
John L. Frieburg Jr., vice pres­ 
ident of the Bank of Arlington 
Heights, one of at least three 
banks in this area making loans 
to college students under the 
Illinois Guaranteed Loan pro­ 
gram.

UNDER THE program as set | 
up by the State of Illinois, any 
eligible student may 
borrow 
from $300 to $1,000 in his fresh­ 
man year, increasing the maxi­ 
mum to $1,500 in subsequent 
years. To qualify he must be a 
citizen of the United States, a 
resident of Illinois, a person of, 
integrity and a full-time stu­ 
dent. 
Repayment of the principal, 
in payments of at least $30 
monthly, begins nine months af­ 
ter graduation or at such time 
as the borrower ceases to be a 
full-time student, and must be 
completed within six years. 
Interest, at six per cent, be­ 
gins on the date of the loan. If 
the family’ s annual adjusted 
income is less than $15,000, the 
federal government will pay all 
(rf the interest while the student 
is in college and three per cent 
during the repayment period. 1 
Where the adjusted income is 
more than $15,000, the student 
will be required to pay his own 
interest on a semi-annual basis 
while he is in school. 
The “adjusted income” fig­ 
ure is arrived at by adding 
gross income and non taxable 
income, 
then 
decucting 
the 
number of claimed exemptions 
multiplied by $600, as well as 
any medical expenses deduc­ 
tible for income tax purposes. 
“So far we have had a high 
volume of activity in this type 
loan,” Frieburg said. He added 
that the Bank of Arlington 
Heights also offers free check- 
| ing accounts for college stu­ 
dents: “The only prerequisite 


being that the father and moth­ 
er have an account with us.” 


ILLINOIS Guaranteed Loans 
are also available through the 
Mount Prospect State Bank, 15 
E. Busse Ave., where Edward 
Simetz, assistant vice president, 
said they will be happy to re­ 
ceive applications from “any­ 
body in the area who is a resi­ 
dent of Illinois.” 
The First National Bank of 
Mount Prospect, in Randhurst 
shopping center, already has 
about 300 such loans and Ray­ 
mond Till, vice president, feels 
these represent a good per­ 
centage of the young people in 
the area whose parents bank 
there. 
Till was very optimistic about 
the loan program, and said in 
his opinion “it affords a fine 
way for young folks to get an 
education.” He explained that 
the plan is unique in that the 
young people make the loans 
themselves — they are given 
credit status even though not 
yet legally of age. 


If there are any problems 
connected with the program 
they are not evident as yet, 
Till said. The program is still 
young — only a year old this 
month — he added, and most of 
the borrowers are still under­ 
classmen and thus not in the 
pay-back area. However, from 


the manner in which loans are 
granted — the careful scrutiny 
as to need plus systematic 
follow-ups to determine how the 
student is doing in school — he 
feels there is little cause for 
worry. 
“These 
students’ are 
stable people,” Till said. 
THE FIRST National Bank 
vice president endorses the pro­ 
gram because he feels it fulfills 
a community responsibility in 
helping young people obtain a 
higher education. All banks are 
eligible to participate in the Illi­ 
nois Guaranteed Loan program, 
but whether they choose to do so 
is a matter of individual judg­ 
ment. 
“Our board is quite enthusi­ 
astic,” Till said. “We feel, if 
properly handled, this loan pro­ 
gram can be a very successful 
venture for the bank. It is our 
hope, of course, that when these 
young people are (Mi their own 
they will remember us and do 
their business with the bank that 
helped them get their start.” 
There are other federally- 
supported loans available to col­ 
lege students, but these are ob­ 
tainable only through the col­ 
leges. A special teachers’ loan 
program, with a reduction of in­ 
debtedness for each year of 
teaching, excuses up to 50 per 
cent of the initial loan for five 
years employment in the teach­ 
ing field.

For example, a zero can be 
added very easily to any digit 
and a “ty” added to the writ­ 
ten amount if you leave enough 
space after the numbers and 
words. 
IT’S EASY to foil the forger 
on that count. Just fill every 
line and space on the check so 
that nothing can be added. The 
payee’s name and the amount 
should be filled in completely 
by starting the words at the

other companies are not getting 
out of the field. Instead they 
are writing stricter loans after 
more thorough investigation of 
potential 
borrowers. 
Rather 
than actively soliciting business 
among home improvers, most 
savings and loans seem to be 
sticking with their own mort­ 
gagors, savers, or local persons. 
Mrs. Vera Broekington, secre­ 
tary for the Palatine Savings 
and Loan Assn., explained that 
association's position: 
“We are in the market for 
good, qualified home improve­ 
ment loans, mostly for our own 
mortgage holders, but we have 
found that the borne improve­ 
ment borrower is frequently a 
perpetual 
debtor. 
He 
allows 
himself to be convinced 
he 
needs awnings this year, new 
aluminum siding next year, a 
new driveway the next. Sooner 
or later he tends to become 
overextended financially result­ 
ing in bankruptcy.” 
E. R. BOEHM, a s s i s t a n t 
cashier 
at 
the 
Itasca

Bank, reports that the Itasca 
bank has issued IO per cent 
more home improvement loans 
through June 30. 1967, than at 
the same time for the past 
three years when the total of 
loans was within $1,000 of each 
other. 
The 
Mount 
Prospect 
State 
Bank has increased the number j 
of home improvement loans in ■ 
1967, according to Miss Katha- 
leen 
Walters, 
assistant 
vice 
president. 
She attributed the 
greater number of loans to the 
higher cost of building ma­ 
terials. 
The higher costs are forcing 
persons to borrow for improve­ 
ments who would have absorbed 


the improvement costs without 
borrowing before, she said. Or 
homeowners 
are 
finding 
it 
easier to improve their present 
homes rather than uproot their 
families and buy a high-priced 
new house. 
The loans are larger than 
they used to be, Clark said. 
The average size home im­ 
provement loan issued by Ar­ 
lington 
Heights 
Federal 
is 
$1,500, 
a l m o s t 
double 
the 
amount 
borrowed 
in 
earlier 
years. 
Boehm said that the average 
size loan in Itasca is $2,000, 
although the range of loans is 
from $240 to $3,500, with loans 
repayable in one, two or three 
years. 


NEW LEGISLATION passed 
by Congress about one year 
ago raised the amounts savings 
and loan companies could lend I 
and extended the time periods 
for 
repayment 
Previously 
a 
loan company could not issue 
a home improvement loan for 
more than $3,500 for longer than 
five years. Now it is possible 
for a home owner to borrow 
up to $5,000 with up to eight 
years to repay. 
The Federal Housing Author­ 
ity Title I program which began 
the 
home 
improvement 
pro­ 
gram is taking second place 
to loans by local institutions, i 
Boehm said. 
Clark agreed that the FRA 
loans are not as popular as 


they once were. The red tape 
of applying for an FHA loan 
and 
the 
charge 
for 
federal 
insurance 
has 
led 
Arlington 
Heights Federal to adopt its 
own home improvement loan 
plan. Clark said the customer 
pays the same rate for an FHA 
loan, but the savings and loan 
company gets only 5Vz per cent 
interest while the other one half 
per cent goes for insurance 
charges. 
Naturally, the association pre­ 
fers to get the full 6 per cent 
under its own plan. (The 6 per 
cent discount plan means that 
6 per cent is multiplied by the 
number of years for repayment. 
A person who borrowed $1,000 
for three years at 6 pr cent 
would actually be paying $180 
or 18 per cent interest, Clark 
explained.) 


THE PROCEDURE for secur­ 
ing a home improvement loan 
is much the same whether the 
applicant goes to a bank or 
a savings and loan association. 
First the applicant must fill 
out forms listing his mortgages, 
creditors and credit references. 
Then the institution makes a 
credit check on th$ individual. 
This may take one day, if the 
individual has lived in the area 
at last a year, or a week 
or more if he is new to the 
area. 
“We’ll be the first to tell 
a person if we think he has 
too 
many 
payments,” 
Clark 


said. “We figure no more than 
130 
per cent of 
a 
person’s 
monthly income should go for 
payments. With more than that 
be 
is 
heading 
for 
trouble.” 
Other 
institutions refuse im­ 
provement loans if the applicant 
is making housing payments of 
more than 22 per cent of his 
income. 
Another major check the lend­ 
ing institution makes on a home 
improvement loan application is 


j to investigate the dealer or con­ 
tractor who is going to make 
the improvements. The main 
reasons for turning down an 
applicant is that he has been 
a poor credit risk, he is making 
too many payments already or 
the contractor he has selected 
is unknown or unreliable. 
Boehm said 75 per cent of 
those who seek home improve­ 
ment loans at the Itasca bank 
are successful. About 80 per 
cent of the applicants get loans 
at Arlington Heights Federal, 
Clark said. The Itasca bank 
makes about 150 repair and re­ 
building loans each year. Last 
year Arlington Heights Federal 
made about 50 such Bans.

For Suburb Condominium 


F inancing arrangements were 
completed recently for the 1420 
Sheridan Road condominium, on 
the lake in Wilmete, which will 
offer 74 residences ranging in 
size from five to ten rooms and 
selling for $52,000 to $145,000. 
A mortgage for $4,200,000 was 
announced jointly by Developer 
Charles A. Nixon and St. Paul 
Federal Savings and Loan As­ 
sociation of Chicago. The proj­ 
ect, now under construction, is 
estimated to cost $6,600,000 with 
completion scheduled for sum­ 
mer 1968. It will be an an­ 
electric building. 
The nine-story structure ex­ 
tends 250 feet east of Sheridan 
Road and provides an unob­ 


structed view of the lake. It 
features 23 distinctly different 
floor plans, with elegant dining 
rooms, libraries, large living 
rooms, marble foyers and na­ 
tural wood-burning fireplaces. 
A formal swimming pool is 
situated on the 100x250 foot 
raised lake terrace. 
THE ARCHITECTURAL de­ 
sign is classic-modern, Phillip 
Nixon, the designer, points out. 
Classic in that the courtyards 
are paving brick, the entrance 
gates iron and the designs for­ 
mal and symmetric.

2. A bank can create deposits 
by lending money to a depositor 
who adds the borrowed funds 
to his account. The resultant 
increase in the bank’s total de­ 
posits 
increases 
its 
lending 
capacity. 
This ability to create deposits 
and thereby expand total credit 
is peculiar to banks. Other fi­ 
nancial institutions may lend 
what they take in, but they 
can’t expand their own lending 
capacity as banks can. 
3. IN ITS checking accounts, 
banks enable holders of demand 
deposits to transfer liability for

Perhaps, the biggest extension 
of services will be the proposed 
expansion of building facilities. 
Although the architectural de­ 
tails are not yet in existence.

If you bought a new Ameri­ 
can-made car recently, you 
received a document that can 
be worth hundreds of dollars 
to you: the warranty. 


You’ll note that it’s truly a 
long - term 
agreement. T h e 
manufacturer guarantees to re­ 
place certain parts free if they 
become defective within five 
years or 50,000 miles, which­ 
ever comes first. (Warranties 
were first issued for two years 
or 24,000 miles. This year for 
the first time, all major U.S. 
manufacturers are o f f e r i n g 
five - year/50,000-mile guaran­ 
tees.) 


There is one big provision. 
Parts will be replaced free if 


you have had the car serviced 
according to warranty require­ 
ments. These requirements are 
listed in the guarantee, and the 
parts protected are carefully 
described. Typically they in­ 
clude the engine, transmission, 
differential, and other compo­ 
nents of what is called the drive 
train. 


TO KEEP YOUR warranty in 
force — valid, as the manufac­ 
turer terms it — you are re­ 
sponsible for maintaining all 
parts, not just those covered 
by the warranty. 


Your warranty gives you an­ 
other kind of equity. A car with 
a valid warranty is worth more 
on a trade-in or in a direct 


sale than a comparable model 
whose warranty has lapsed. A 
warranty, in other words, is 
transferable. 


Today you don’t necessarily 
have to have lubrication, oil 
changes, filter replacement and 
other warranty work done in 
your car dealer’s shop. Any ga­ 
rage or service station regular­ 
ly providing such services can 
handle it. 


UNDER THE Security Car 
Care plan, for example, Ameri­ 
can Oil Co. stations call cus­ 
tomers’ cars in every 60 days 
for a safety check and either 
warranty servicing or — for a 
car without a warranty or be­ 
yond the warranty period — 


servicing required by the car 
owner's manual. 
Security Car Care guide­ 
books give the dealers all the 
information they need to serv­ 
ice any model car under war­ 
ranty, and the plan automati­ 
cally gives motorists work re­ 
ceipts. 


Your auto dealer does have 
to install replacement parts 
provided by the warranty, and, 
whether or not he handles your 
routine servicing, you must 
check in periodically with him 
to have all work receipts val­ 
idated. 


DAY TO DAY, all you need 
to remember about your war­ 
ranty are a few fundamentals: 


1. Be familiar with its pro­ 
visions. Refer to it frequently 
so you know which parts of the 
car are covered, which ones 
aren’t and what servicing you 
need when. 
2. Have warranty servicing 
performed precisely on time. 
Don’t risk voiding your guar­ 
antee by getting your car to the 
shop even just slightly late. 
3. Be sure you get receipted 
job tickets for service work 
done — evidence that you are 
keeping your part of the agree­ 
ment. 
4. Be sure your car dealer 
validates these receipts every 
six months or every year, 
whichever 
validation 
period 
your warranty requires.

Will Food Prices Go Still Higher ?

the farm price situation fail 
to improve in keeping with the 
rest of the economy, more 
farmers will leave agriculture. 
This could cause a jump in 
food prices far beyond any 
this country has ever experi­ 
enced; because, despite the 
efficiencies of modem agri­ 
culture, a steady exodus of 
farmers will eventually mean 
less food. And scarce items 
cost more money.” 


PRICES received by farmers 
in 1966 were two per cent be­ 
low the 1947-49 average. At the 
same time, farm costs reached 
a new all-time peak of $33.2 
billion. 
Farmers last year were still 
about $900 short of equality 
with the rest of the economy, 
on a per capita income basis, 
despite a 76 per cent increase 
in per-acre productivity since 
1920. 
Current agricultural thinking 


indicates a trend away from 
government payments to farm­ 
ers and recognition of the con­ 
cept of farming and ranching 
as progressive business opera­ 
tions rather than a traditional­ 
ized “way of life.” 
TO STAY IN business farm­ 
ers must have an adequate re­ 
turn on their investment and 
labor. 
Otherwise, 
they 
are 
forced to leave 
the 
farm, 
which many already have done. 
In 1910, 35 per cent of total 


U.S. population lived on farms. 
Now, less than seven per cent 
live on farms and feed the rest 
of the nation as well as a good 
part of the world. By 1970, it 
is estimated that only five per 
cent will live on farms. 
Max E. Brunk, professor of 
marketing, Cornell University, 
declares that farmers are “no 
longer captives of an agrarian 
economy which offered only 
the opportunity of farming or 
starving. 


“FARMERS TODAY have al­ 
ternative employment opportu­ 
nities. Either the farmer will 
get a price that will more than 
cover his input costs or he will 
shift to other, more profitable 
pursuits.” 
Brunk adds: “In my opinion 
we have seen the end of long 
periods of depressed agricultur­ 
al prices and our ‘ladycotters’ 
are going to have to face this 
as a reality of life.”

“WE FEEL THIS training, 
reaching those in the commu­ 
nity who can most effectively 
spread the information, can 
make a valuable contribution 
to family stabilization and in­ 
dependence.” 
The program will be under 
the general direction of Mrs. 
Coramae Richey Ward, assis­ 
tant executive director of Plan­ 
ned Parenthood, and Mrs. Kan- 
ta Khipple, director of profes­ 
sional training for the agency. 
The project director, as yet un­ 
assigned, will be a health edu­ 
cator. 
It will operate as a separate 
arm of the agency, according 


to Mrs. Gordon H. Smith, pres­ 
ident of the Planned Parent­ 
hood Board of Directors. 


“Because we have been in 
the family planning field in 
Chicago for so long (over 40 
years), we feel we are espe­ 
cially qualified to work out the 
imaginative kind of approach 
needed, and are delighted to 
take on this challenge. But we 
must also continue our ongoing 
direct service, education and 
research programs.
